streets in New York on land of which 
apart cost $350 a square foot—and more 
than a quarter of a century ago at 
that.

The land was so neces- 
sary for the Drexel building that the 
owners could charge about what they 
likej fur it. Judged by such transac- 
tions, London is ahead, for a Lombard 
street -banking-house is said to have 
paid on one occasion $800 a square foot 
for a little patch of land on their

They had to have it, whatever 


the price, and paid accordingly.

Biirri to Make vn Efftlmatr. 


It is about as difficult to put an es- 


timate on land in the city proper as it 
is to saj how muds the Queen should 
charge for her crown if she wanted to 
sell it. Not an inch of available land 
Is left from tlie Temple to the Tower, 
and there have been 
practically 
no 


sales in late years except one in Lom- 
bard street at the rate of $5,000.000 an 
acre—rathe*- less than J120 a square 


and included a few glimpses of the 
London "Wall built in the da/b of Nero 
or not long after. 
It was the largest 


area ever submitted to public compe- 
tition m the city in the present gen- 
eration, and after spirited bidding it 
brought an offer of $85,000 a year for 
a period of evsfeiy-eight years, aad this 
o£cr -sras accepted 
The magnitude of 


the operation will be more apparent If 
one realizes that when the lessee re- 
turns this acre to its owners he will 
have paid $7,480,000 merely for the use 
of it. As the plot was really somewhat 
larger than an acre, the estimate on 
the total sum a square foot that will 
be paid for the use of it for eighty- 
eight years is $155.
